Eighty Republicnns In the House —Chalr.
man of the Democratlie State Central
Committes Conondes State to Shaw by
Forty Thousand,

Drs MoiNes, Nov. B, —Reports show
that an average vote has been pollod
throughout the state, Thoeweather was
oool and cloudy. Late in the afternoon
rain bogan falling, which may delay
seme of the roturns,

At 1:80 this morning 688 precinets of
the 2,082 in the state give Shaw  91,603;
White 67,005, The same precincts two
yeara ago gave Shaw 84,5665; White 72,-
893, This is a net Republican gain  of
9,858 or nbout 14 to the precinct. The
same ratio if kept up for the state will give
a Republican plurality of abont 60,000,
There are n few Republican gaing in
the legislature and the indications are
the Republicans will have 115 -of the
150 members,

The indications are that the Repub-
lican total vote will show o decrease of
6 por cent from two years ago and that
the Demoeratic total will show a loss of
abont 10 per cent. The probabilities
are that thero will be 80 Republican
members in the house and 85 Republican
members in the senate, s net Republican
gain of 10. It seems that this is certain
and it muy be increased.

Chairman Huffman of the Democratic
central committee concedes the state by
40,000, while the Republican state chair.
man claims it will go 65,000 or better.

Two hundred and twenty-three pre-
cincts out of 2,082 give Shaw (Rep.) 28,-
625, White (Dem.) 10,768, Same pre-
cinets in 1897 gave Shaw 26,711, White
22,497,

Returns from 417 precincts, or about
one-fifth of the state, show that Gov-
ernor Shaw received 68,687 and White
88,612, The same precinctas two yoears
ago gave Hdhaw 61,045; White, 41,074,
Net Republican gain, 6,004, or a little
more than 14 to the precinet. The same
ratio, if kept up, will give Shaw a plu-
rality of about 60,000, Chairman Wea-
ver ¢laims Shaw's election by 65,000,
